leaders and heroes to Great Britain. He 
is much more popular in Ireland thau 
Lord Northbrook, who was until late 
yesterday afternoon considered as cer- 
tain to get that office. Aberdeen has 
been a warm personal friend of Mr. Glad- 
stone. 
It will 
be remembered that 


immediately after Mr Gladstone's defeat 
In tbe House of Commons, just eight 
months to-day, when he had resigned the 
Premiership and was as near being in dis- 
grace with the people as he ever came in 
his life, and when the. leaders of his own 
party were deserting him, Lord Aberdeen 
conspicuously showed his confidence and 
friendship by offering the fallen chieftain 
the use of his splendid country residence 
near London for the rest of the season, and

These marks of loyalty are being recalled 
now, and commented upon in connection 
with the announcement of Aberdeen's 
being a minister, as shelving that the 
grand old man does not forget his friends.

RECEIPTS OF THE ANOLO-A5IKKICAN CABLE 


COMPANY. 


LONDON, Feb. 6.—The annual meeting 


of the shareholders of the Anglo-Ameri- 
can Cable Company was held yesterday. 
Tne report showed that the receipts for 
188S were £93,926 less than those ofj!884. 
This decrease was attributed to the cut- 
ting of rates by the Mackey-Bennett 
Commercial Cable Company, and the ac- 
tive competition of that company. The 
chairman 
predicted that an 
advance 


would soon be decided on by the older 
companies, and that i! the Commercial 
Cable Company would not listen to argu- 
ments a war of rates was inevitable. 


Konison'i TarifJ Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Morrison's 


tariS bill will soon be ready lor presenta- 
tion. Thos far It has been determined 
to make no changes in existing rates of 
duty upon textiles of any description. 
There Is a disposition to change ad 
valorem to specific rates where this can 
be dome with advantage, but should such 
changes be made the specific rates, as a 
rule, will be placed at the equivalent of 
the existing ad valorem. 


There is likely to be a reduction iu the 


rates now Imposed upon the higher 
grades of wool known as clothing wools, 
out no change will be attempted in rates 
on carpet wools and other wools of low 
grade. In regard to lumber, the proposi- 
tion is to place rough and unmanufac- 
tured lumber on the free list. 


There Is considerable 
difference of 


opinion between Messrs. Morrison and 
Hewitt, touching what should be the 
rates on iron ore, pig and scrap iron. 
Mr. Hewitt wants the ores to be placed 
on the free list and prefers that no reduc- 
tion shall be made in pig iron. It is inti- 
mated by those who seek motives for 
men's actions, that the fact that Mr. 
Hewitt buys iron ores and manufac- 
tures 
pig 
iron,

modities mentioned. 
Any change in 


the present rates on ores, pig or scrap 
Iron is certain to encounter decided op- 
position, both in the committee and In 
the House. It i. not unlikely that iron 
ores will be continued on the dutiable 
list at fifty cents per ton. Morrison 
wants the duty J6.72 on pig and scrap 
reduced to 84.48 per ton, while Hewitt 
wants the present rate maintained, but 
v. ould compromise on one-fourth of one 
cent per pound, or $5.60 per ton. 


All who are assisting Mr. Morrison and 


Mr. Morrison himself, favor transferring 
salt to the free list. Thus far nothing 
has been decided upon in relation to 
sugars, but it is thought that the exist- 
ing rates, which yielded nearly ?51,000,- 
000 in the revenue last year, will be re- 
duced. Louisiana members will resist 
any reduction, but as these gentlemen 
have heretofore given the Protectionists 
no assistance in maintaining duties on 
other than those imposed on sugar, they 
will receive little support In their effort 
to preserve tbe rates on sugar.

The writer has heard of a few 
instances in which the few cents earned 
by the children were used by the parents 
to purchase drink For the credit of bn 
inanity it is to be hoped that euoh cases 
are rare in our city. Now what can be 
done to bring these children into the 
schools? If those citizens who really be- 
lieve it is a orrai3 to rob a chill ot the 
ordinary elements ot nn education will 
manifest an active interest the trouble 
can be readily corrected. We all know 
that Supt Qastman IB ready to furnish 
text books for those who are not able to 
buy. No child need remain out of tbe 
schools for a sinsle day on eooount of 
books. We ought to Lhre a tiuant offi 
oer. That is, it should be the duty of 
some one to hunt up these children aud 
see that they are rn»de to attend school. 
Possibly tbe help of the police could be 
secured in this good work. But for the 
present let every person knowing ot a 
child out of school gend a wnttt n note to 
gnpt. Gas'man giving the name, age and 
residence of such child 
We believe he 


will be glad to help in this work; but if 
he refused, it will be easy to apply to the 
Board of Education and eee if some force 
cannot be brought to bear that will make 
him do his duty. But this will not be 
necessary 
Now fellow citizens, are you 


ready to do what you can in this matter9 
No law will execute itself.
